Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1962. 

There  has  again  been  an  increase  in  population  slight  though  it 
may  be.  The  Registrar  General's  Mid  Annual  estimate  showing  a rise  of  10. 

Once  again  there  has  been  a fall  in  the  number  of  births  during  the 
year,  the  number  being  64  giving  a birth  rate  of  13.9  compared  with  a total 
of  69  last  year  with  a rate  of  15.1  The  number  of  deaths  has  also  decreased 
being  44  compared  with  59  for  the  previous  year.  Both  the  Birth  Rate  and 
the  Death  Rate  are  below  the  figures  for  iingland  and  Wales.  If  is  pleasing 
to  note  that  there  were  no  deaths  of  infants  during  the  year. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  continues  at  a low  level,  there 
having  been  4 notifications  during  the  year.  There  were  no  cases  of 
Diphtheria  or  Food  Poisoning  reported. 

Housing  has  again  been  to  the  forefront  in  the  wor}c  of  the  Department* 
Many  houses  are  being  brought  up  to  modern  standards  and  others  have  had 
repairs  carried  out  as  a result  of  informal  action  by  the  department. 
Individual  houses  which  cannot  be  rendered  fit  at  a reasonable  cost  are 
closed  or  demolished  as  the  opportunity  arises  to  rehouse  the  occupants. 

The  Council's  Slum  Clearance  Programme  made  no  progress  during  the  year 
due  to  unexpected  delays  in  commencing  a rebuilding  programme.  It  is  hoped 
that  next  year  it  will  be  possible  to  report  good  progress  in  this  sphere. 

I would  once  again  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  co-operation,  and  the  officers  for  their  loyal  support 
during  the  year.

NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES.

This  large 
figure  was  due  to  a measles  epidemic,  whereas  there  have  been  only 
two  cases  of  measles  notified  this  year.

DIPHTHERIA. 

Diphtheria  Prophylactic  Antigen  is  used  by  Medical 
Practitioners  for  the  inmuni sation  of  children  in  the  area. 

The  County  Council  offer  immunisation  in  the  Child  Welfare 
Clinic  at  Penley.  Standard  practice  now  is  early  protection 
beginning  at  three  months  with  Diphtheria  Pertissus  Prophylactic* 
in  addition  many  school  children  are  given  booster  inoculations 
in  schools  at  the  age  of  5/6  years. 

In  spite  of  the  absence  of  Diphtheria  in  the  area,  efforts 
are  continually  being  made  to  obtain  full  protection  against  the  disease. 

POLIOMYELITIS  LTUNI SATION . 

Good  progress  has  again  been  maintained  in  Polio  immunisation, 
and  the  response  from  members  of  the  Public  continues  to  be  good. 


f 
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H 0 U SING. 

Progress  has  been  maintained  during  the  year  in  the  improvement 
of  housing  conditions  in  the  area.  Action  has  been  taken  under  both  the 
Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts  to  improve  the  structural  repair  of  houses, 
although  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  resport  to  the  service  of  notices 
to  have  the  majority  of  these  repairs  carried  out.  There  is  an  excellent 
spirit  of  co-operation  in  the  district  as  a result  of  which  the  Public 
Health  Inspector  is  able  to  deal  with  most  cases  informally,  although 
inevitably  there  are  occasions  when  it  is  necessary  to  serve  formal 
notices. 

The  clearance  of  unfit  houses  in  the  area  has  not  been  as  good  as 
was  hoped.  This  was  entirely  due  to  lack  of  re-housing  facilities.  The 
development  proposed  for  Overton  was  anticipated  to  be  completed  before 
the  end  of  the  year,  but  due  to  unforeseen  difficulties  this  was  not 
possible.  However,  it  is  hoped  that  next  year  will  see  this  programme 
completed  and  also  further  schemes  put  in  hand  for  other  parishes. 

The  overcrowding  survey  mentioned  in  my  report  of  last  year  is 
now  in  hand,  but  due  to  the  many  calls  on  the  time  of  my  staff,  progress 
has  inevitably  been  slow. 

The  response  to  the  two  grant  schemes  continues  at  a steady  pace, 
but  the  indications  are  that  in  the  coming  year,  the  number  of  applications 
will  increase  considerably.  The  reasons  for  this  are  two  fold.  Firstly, 
the  department  is  to  launch  a publicity  campaign  to  encourage  people  to 
take  advantage  of  the  grants,  and  in  connection  with  this,  the  district 
will  be  surveyed  on  a parish  basis  to  ascertain  which  houses  are  suitable 
for  improvement.  Secondly,  it  is  anticipated  that  with  the  completion  of 
the  new  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  works  at  Bangor  Isycoed,  and 
subsequently  at  Overton,  there  will  be  a large  number  of  applications 
from  persons  who  for  the  first  time  will  have  main  drainage  available. 

It  is  known  that  many  people  living  in  the  villages  are  delaying  the 
provision  of  modern  amenities  until  such  time  as  main  drainage  is  provided, 
because  of  the  added  cost  of  providing  septic  tank  drainage  for  which  there 
is  no  direct  grant  available.  There  is  no  doubt  that  in  rural  areas  this 
is  a major  reason  for  the  somewhat  poor  response  to  the  grant  schemes* 

G L E A N F 0 0 D . 

The  condition  of  the  Food  Premises  in  the  district  continues  to  be 
satisfactory  and  regular  visits  are  made  to  all  food  premises  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspector. 

W AT  ER  SUP  P.  L Y. 

The  supply  to  the  district  continues  to  be  good  both  as  regards 
quantity  and  quality.  Bacteriological  samples  are  taken  regularly  and  all 
samples  have  been  satisfactory. 

The  main  problem  facing  the  Council  now  is  providing  piped  supplies 
to  the  more  isolated  properties  inhere  the  cost  is  very  high.  The  Council  are 
aware  of  the  problems  involved  and  intend  to  consider  what  can  be  done  to 
provide  a piped  supply  to  every  dwelling  in  the  district. 


SBVIERAGE  Al'ID  SME  DISPOSAL. 


The  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  Bangor  Isycoed  will 
be  commenced  early  in  the  new  j^ear  and  will  take  approximately  twelve 
months  to  complete.  Provided  there  are  no  undue  hold-ups.  there  is 
every  possibility  of  the  scheme  for  Overton  being  commenced  immediately 
the  Bangor  scheme  is  coup  let  ed.  This  will  mean  that  the  two  largest 
villages  in  the  district  will  have  satisfactory  drainage  facilities. 

The  time  is  now  opportune  to  consider  what  further  schemes  are 
necessary  in  the  district.  There  are  two  villages  which  I consider  to 
be  in  urgent  need  of  main  drainage,  namely,  Hanmor  and  Horsemans  Green. 
I consider  that  Hanmer  is  the  more  urgent  of  the  two  as  it  is  intended 
to  build  council  houses  there  to  rehouse  slum  clearance  families  from 
the  suin’ ounding  areas.  The  existing  drainage  arrangements  are  extremely 
poor  and  frequent  complaints  are  being  received  at  the  department 
regarding  the  conditions  in  the  village.  Horsemans  Green  although  a 
smaller  village,  also  has  a drainage  problem  due  to  the  geography  of 
the  area,  and  it  is  considered  that  it  may  be  possible  to  devise  some 
small  scheme  to  improvo  the  unsatisfactory  conditions.

FOR  THE  YEAR 
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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Maelor  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  fourth  Annual  Report  on  the 
•work  of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

Once  again  the  emphasis  during  the  year  has  been  on  Housing, 
where  steady  progress  has  been  maintained  in  bringing  about  better 
housing  conditions  within  the  district.  The  response  to  the  Improvement 
Grant  schemes  has  again  been  disappointing,  and  a considerable  amount 
of  time  has  been  spent  interviewing  owners  in  an  effort  to  persuade 
them  to  carry  out  improvements.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  time  has 
not  been  wasted  and  that  the  fruits  of  these  labours  will  be  seen  in 
the  near  future. 

Whilst  priority  has  been  given  to  Housing,  the  other  aspects 
of  Public  Health  work  have  not  been  neglected  and  as  will  be  seen  from 
this  report,  a fair  amount  of  work  has  been  devoted  to  these  aspects. 

It  has  been  a disappointing  year  for  Slum  Clearance,  Due  to 
delays  in  completing  the  purchase  of  land  in  Overton,  no  progress  has 
been  made  in  clearing  the  unfit  houses,  but  this  should  be  rectified  in 
the  new  year.  It  is  hoped  that  building  sites  will  also  be  obtained  in 
the  parishes  of  Bangor  Isycoed  and  Worthenbury. 

Work  has  commenced  on  the  Overcrowding  survey,  but  I regret  that 
due  to  pressure  of  other  work,  it  is  progressing  rather  slowly* 

I would  once  again  like  to  esqpress  my  appreciation  of  the 
consideration  received  from  the  Council,  and  of  the  valuable  and  willing 
help  extended  to  me  by  the  Officials  and  Staff  of  the  Council.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Council  is  the  water  undertaking  for  the  District  with  the 
exception  of  Bangor  Isycoed,  which  is  supplied  by  the  Wrexham  and  East 
Denbighshire  Water  Company.  The  water  is  supplied  by  the  Liverpool 
Corporation  whose  main  aqueduct  passes  through  the  centre  of  the  district. 
The  supply  is  satisfactory  both  as  regards  quality  and  quantity. 

Further  improvements  were  carried  out  by  the  Council  during  the 
year  and  several  extension  schemes  were  coirpletod.  Owing  to  the  age  of 
some  of  the  mains,  the  chief  emphasis  during  the  year  has  been  on 
improving  existing  supplies. 

The  percentage  of  properties  in  the  District  provided  with  a 
piped  water  supply  has  risen  to  94*6$  an  increase  of  2.1%  over  last  year.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

There  has  been  no  improvement  in  the  drainage  arrangements  in  the 
district  during  the  year.  However,  work  is  commencing  early  in  the  new 
year  on  the  Bangor  Isycoed  scheme  which  should  be  completed  by  the  end 
of  the  year.  Good  progress  is  also  being  made  in  preparing  the  Overton 
scheme  and  it  is  hoped  that  work  on  this  scheme  will  commence  as  soon 
as  the  Bangor  scheme  is  completed. 

The  drainage  in  the  village  of  Hanmer  is  causing  some  concern,  and 
in  my  opinion  it  is  becoming  more  and  more  urgent  to  consider  a main 
drainage  scheme  for  the  village,  particularly  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
it  is  intended  to  make  Hanmer  the  main  centre  for  re-housing  slum 
clearance  families  from  the  surrounding  areas.  Preliminary  discussions 
have  been  held  with  the  Consultant  Engineers  regarding  this,  and  I 
recommend  that  this  be  now  followed  up  with  a view  to  preparing  a full 
scheme... Urgent  consideration  should  also  be  given  to  the  drainage  of  the 
village  of  Horsemans  Green,  where  existing  conditions  are  unsatisfactory.

The  past  year  has  been  a very  disappointing  one  as  regards  progress 
on  the  Slim  Clearance  programme.  Due  to  unforseen  difficulties  it  was 
not  possible  to  conplcte  the  purchase  of  the  necessary  land  for  new  houses 
before  the  end  of  the  year  and  therefore  the  whole  programme  has  been 
delayed  12  However  it  is  hoped  that  better  progress  will  be  made 

in  1963  and  that  before  the  /end  of  the  year,  the  Overton  programme  will

be  complete  and  a start  made  in  the  Parishes  of  Bangor  Isycoed  and 
Worthenbury. 

A start  was  made  during  the  year  xhth  an  overcrowding  survey. 

Owing  to  pressure  of  other  work,  progress  has  been  slow.  208  houses 
have  been  visited  in  connection  with  this  and  so  far  only  one  case 
of  overcrowding  has  been  found. 

Although  the  number  of  applications  received  for  improvement 
grants  has  remained  fairly  steady,  the  response  is  still  disappointing. 
It  has  been  decided  that  a survey  of  houses  be  made  on  a Parish  by 
Parish  basis  with  a view  to  persuading  owners  of  suitable  properties 
to  carry  out  improvements.  As  an  added  incentive,  the  Council  have 
decided  that  in  approved  cases  they  will  make  loans  to  applicants 
to  assist  then  to  meet  their  shore  of  the  cost.  It  has  been  found  in 
many  instances  that  this  lack  of  capital  on  the  part  of  owners  has 
prevented  then  from  carrying  out  improvements. 

The  number  of  applications  for  Standard  Grants  decreased  from 
19  to  15,  of  which  14  were  approved.  There  were  10  applications  for 
Discretionary  Grants  compared  with  5 the  previous  year.  Since  the 
grant  schemes  wore  introduced  there  have  been  44  applications  for 
Discretionary  Grants  and  73  for  Standard  Grants.  This  represents 
approximately  15$  of  those  properties  considered  suitable  for 
improvement .

MEAT  INSPECTION. 

The  conditions  in  the  three  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  district 
remain  satisfactory,  and  no  contraventions  of  the  Slaughterhouse 
Regulations  have  been  noted. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  carry  out  100$  meat  inspection,  but  so  far 
this  target  has  not  been  attained.  Difficulties  arise  during  absence  on 
leave  or  sickness,  but  it  is  hoped  that  arrangements  can  be  made  to 
overcome  this.  If  it  is  possible  to  reach  some  such  arrangement,  there 
will  be  100$  inspection.  Slaughtering  is  normally  carried  out  during 
office  hours  and  very  little  overtime  work  is  involved. 

OTHER  FOODS. 


The  amount  of  unsound  food  condemned  during  the  year  was  again  very 
small.  The  reason  for  this  appears  to  be  that  shop  keepers  invariably 
either  destroy  any  unfit  food  or  return  it  to  their  suppliers.  In  neither 
case  is  the  Health  department  called  in.
